2. Claims 4,1 1 ,15,23,29,32 and 36 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: multiple types of devices are cited in the preamble of the claims. 
Applicants are suggested to amend claims to utilize a Markush group of devices e.g. -- 
4. A device comprising the conductive polymer of Claim 3 wherein the devices are 
selected from the group consisting of--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4,5,1 1 ,1 2,1 5,1 6,1 9-24,29,30 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 

over Madden et al. (US Patent 6249076). 

With respect to the product by process limitations of Claims 4,5,11,12,15,16,19- 
24,29,30,32-37, the Examiner cites MPEP 2113 which states, "[E]ven though product- 
by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, determination of 
patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even 
though the prior product was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 
698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). "The Patent Office bears a lesser burden of 
proof in making out a case of prima facie obviousness for product-by-process claims 
because of their peculiar nature" than when a product is claimed in the conventional 
fashion. In re Fessmann, 489 F.2d 742, 744, 180 USPQ 324, 326 (CCPA 1974). Once 
the examiner provides a rationale tending to show that the claimed product appears to 
be the same or similar to that of the prior art, although produced by a different process, 
the burden shifts to applicant to come forward with evidence establishing an unobvious 
difference between the claimed product and the prior art product." In re Marosi, 710 
F.2d 798, 802, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983) 
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Madden et al. teaches a conducting polymer actuator wherein a polymer having 
a surface which is coupled with an electrolyte (Abstract). See Figure 1 , wherein an 
active member "12" is surrounded by an electrolyte layer "14" and wherein the active 
member is a conductive polymer and the conductive polymer can be polypyrrole or 
polyaniline. Claim 1 describes the actuator also has a counter electrode (Col. 8, lines 
50-58). The polymers can be produced by chemical or electrochemical methods (Col. 
3, lines 36-62). The electrolyte can be in either liquid or solid form (Col. 4, lines 15-16). 
One application suggested for the prior art invention is use as a prostheses, which 
Examiner construes as being equivalent to an artificial muscle (Col. 5, line 45 and Col. 
5, line 2). Strain ranges obtainable by the prior art actuator range from 2 to 5% (Col. 5, 
line 17).
